"Krom Hie material point of view," 
reads the report, "the great loss of 
revenue consequent on the withdraw- • 
ul of so many students is a factor 
that is hound to operate more aud 
more unfavourably as time goes 011 ; 
it can be overcome, and in point of 
tact has been largely overcome bo far,'! 
by the most rigid economy in every 
department of our work. The deficit 
on last year's operations threatened 
to amount to us much as fifty thous- 
and dollars; we owe H to the most 
careful financial administration, the. 
credit for which Is greatly due to our 
Bursar, Mr. YV. Vaughau, that In the j 
end it was reduced to ten. For t lie 
session now current the outlook can 
hardly he considered so promising. 

"Hut the moral factor has once 
again proved itself greater than the 
material. If the educational situation 
is full of difficulty, wo have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that -Met'. ill is 
playlug it.B part in what even u< ti- 
trais are coming to recognize more 
and more as the greatest crisis in ail 
history. Everything promised fair, 
under normal conditions, for the- suc- 
cessful progress of the work of the 
University. Many pressing problems 
—such as the whole scheme of stu- 
dent-residences — were ahout to bo 1 
undertaken on lines that would have 
written a new chapter In the history 
of McGill. But the war has put a 
stop to everything. On the other 
hand, it has called forth the best ; 
there is in us. Although the educa- 1 
tiohat development of the University 
j has been sadly and suddenly arrest- 
ed, it bus been given the opportunity 
of showing Itself capable or perform- 
ing "justly, skillfully, and inagiiuui- ! 
Uiously," as Milton said, all the of- 
fices, both public aud private, of war 
as well as of peace. Summer and 
winter alike, our Campus has echoed 
to the tread of marching men; it has 
been one of the great rallying points 
of Canadian patriotism. And .those 
who have taken their training there 
have carried the name and fame of 
McOIll to m„ny a distant field, lu 
the ranks of our own graduates, stu- 
dents and teaching stuff, the losses 
have been heavy and great. We hear 
In our hearts the nnmes of many who 
will no more be seen at work among 
ius. They have joined the glorious 
'company of those who hi this war 
have laid down their lives that lib- 
erty may live. We cherish their 
memory, and take fresh courage from 
tile sacrifices they have made, 

"The records of Corpora-lion and of 
Ihe several (faculties, including Mnc- 
ilonald College, show that all pos- 
sible support was ui\en throughout 
the session to the efforts of the Com- 
mittee, on Military Studies to secure 
for all students the opportunity of 
military training. In this way, while 
responding to the urgent call of duty 
and patriotism, un approach has at 
the same time been made to a solu- 
tion of the long-discussed problem of 
compulsory physical exercise. There 
is more agreement now than formerly 
in the view that, as the best fruit of j 
educational effort, the development 
of a good physique must rank along- j 
side of the training ot character and ! 

Intelligence. Due recognition Bhould'may be organized at McGill 
be given in this connection not only 
to the unselfish labours ot Colonel 
Robert Starke and his officers, but 
also to the erforts of our Department 
"of Physical Education and its work 
among the school teachers of the 
Province.

s poke or his 'immense appreciation' of 
the splendid work performed by the 
unit under Colonel llirkett's com- 
mand. The following is an extract: 
—'After almost a year's service in 
France, I can suy with confidence 
thai the Commandant and all ranks 
of the staff have been indefatigable 
In the performance of their duties, 
and I can assure you their valuable 
services have been highly appreciat- 
ed by every one In the British Army 
in the Field, from the Commander- 
in-Chief downwards. They have kppt 
up the high reputation which their 
combatant comrades In arms have es- 
tablished as a magnificent fighting 
force, and the admiration of the 
whole world.* " 

After treating ot' the organization 
and departure overseas of the 271st 
Canadian Siege Battery (McOill), 
and of the 148th Overseas Battalion, 
affiliated with the McGill C.O.T.C., 
I referred to as "one of the most effi- 
cient and best prepared units that 
has left Canada for the fighting, 
front"), the report reviews the con- 
nection of U.-Col. A. A. Mugee with 
Ihe University and with the conferr- 
ing of honorary degrees upon il. M. 
the King of the Belgians, and upon 
Dr. J. A. Nicholson, the Registrar. 

"In different circumstances some 
progress might have been expected to 
be made in the course of Ihe session 
with two projects which have long 
! been under consideration— the first 
! for the erection of a new University 
Gymnasium on the Pine Avenue site, 
and the second for the construction 
of the main block of residences," says 
the report. "Both are delayed by the 
war. All that we have been able to 
do for the second scheme — In addi- 
tion lo certain conferences with re- 
presentativea of the student body — 
was to obtain further expert advice 
rrom Mr. Frank Miles Day, of Phila- 
delphia, and Mr. Frank Darling, of 
Toronto, as regards the conditions of 
I the whole problem. A model of the 
I general plan of Mncdonald Park is 
now In course of preparation, and 
the Board of Governors is ready to 
take advantage' of any 'favourable de- 
velopment such as will enable it to 
make n beginning of the work.' 

The remainder of the Principal's 
report Is taken up by a review of the 
work done In the different depart- 
ments of the University. 

Points from the Report. 

Both the department of Chemistry 
and the Department of Physics have 
been actively connected with research 
work connected with the war. Dr. 
Barnes has assisted the Militia De- 
partment in examining and testing 
several inventions, and Dr. King has 
been engaged In special work for 
the Board of Inventions and Re- 
search.

.Macdonald men were spoken of in- 
dividually a.s of "mediocre ability," 
iinil "shooting ability practically nil." 
"Woodword's und Hoy's knowledge of 
the floor stood them In good stead," 
was the most complimentary remark 
iu the article. 

Referring to the McGill men, we 
find that the work of ou 0 of them 
"was the best of any man on the 
floor," that ho "made a great one 
hand shot that seemed to be impos- 
sible"; that ho "was a victim of 
hard luck," and that he "was trou- 
bled somewhat by the slippery floor." 
The work of the McGill defence men 
was characterized as "of a high or- 
der," and the centre man "held Ar- 
nold well in check." 

Outside of these individual refer- 
ences we tiud that "the light was 
very bad, the sun shining brightly in 
through the windows and casting 
very deceptive shadows." (Presum- 
ably tho Macdonald men are used to 
these "deceptive shadows.") 

Wo also hour that "outside of foul 
shooting the actual play" (of Mc- 
Gill) "was undoubtedly superior to 
that of Macdonald, making more points 
on field goals." That last state- 
ment, by the way, Is Incorrect, as 
both teams shot six field goals, Mac- 
donald getting eight fouls and Mc- 
Gill six. 

On the whole it is very obvious 
that McGill played rings around the 
"farmers," but for some reason or 
other did not get as many points. 

Although the members of Macdon- 
ald's first team ar 0 delighted with 
the result of the game, they are not 
cherishing uny false- ideas about 
their ability, nor about their chances 
of turning the trick again. At the 
same time it seems a little out of 
place to hand a bouquet to a team 
of prospective champions for lo.V.ng 
to a team of farmers, and letting the 
latter down with u few left-handed 
compliments. 

Another source of Irritation here at 
college, is the complacent tone of the 
head line on the back page of Mon- 
day's Dally: — 

"Macdonald Girls Treat Basketball 
men to Fine Skating Party." 

Under this head we read that "Tho 
Macdonald boys, being inured to the 
great attraction of the short course 
and the 'teachers,' had arranged a 
snow she e tramp, which was to' be 
strictly 'stag,' and hence the girls 
were left to their own resources and 
those or the McGill men." 

Being a mere farmer, the writer 
looked up the word "inured," and 
found that the meaning as used in 
this case was "to become calloused." 
Now, Macdonald men have never be- 
come calloused by the attractions of 
the glrlr-; here and for this reason — 
we deem it tho part of gentlemen to 
pay attentions to t» 2 ladles here, and 
not to expect them to force their at- 
tractions on us. Such is not the at- 
titude of tho McGill men present 
last Saturday, if we may judge by 
some of the remarks aired In the 
men's dressing room, in the Women's 
Residence, or in the rink, but not in 
the Reception Room or on the rink 
Itself.. 

Tho "stag" snow shoe tramp re 
ferred to was a myth pure and slitt 
pie. One of the Sections of the Schoo' 
for Teachers guv., a snow shoe tramp 
on tho- night in question, to which 
most of the me;; students were nsked. 
The insinuation that Macdonald men 
do not appreciate t»e privilege of as- 
sociating with Mils girls here, and 
held n. "stag" snow shoe tramp and 
"left the girls to their own resources 
and tlurae of the .McGill men" Is ab- 
surd, and would not bo penned by 
anyone unless abysmally ignorant of 
conditions here.. 

The skating party to which the 
"Macdonald Girlu Treated the Bas- 
ketball Men" is another product of 
the Imagination ot the versatile au- 
thor of the piece in question. That 
the McGill men were asked to stay 
to supper here and to enjoy the skat- 
ing afterwards was due to the cour- 
tesy of :hc Captain and Manager of 
the Macdonald Basketball Team. It 
Is but natural that the girls here 
should be pleased to see any friends 
among the McGill men, but when the 
latter assume that a skating party 
was held in their honor they are verg- 
ing vera, vera, close to the bumptious, 
particularly when no such party is 
on record. 

It is a comparatively simple matter 
for a man to muke himself agree- 
able to u girl in a Reception Room, 
but unless his attitude in speaking 
of her is the same In a dressing room 
as it Is in à parlor, he Is nut a gen- 
tlerc.tn. Until all our visitors from 
McGill realize this fact they arc apt 
to receive a less cordial welcome 
from the Macdonald men who have 
"become calloused" to the attractions 
of the ladles here.

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised alter the 
tobacco plants are Bet out until they have reached a size whrie further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, ana so starving 
the leaves, the t ip is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. Later on the suckers or shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also subject to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter must, therefore, protect his 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the 
expenditure and care.

WOMAN'S WAR REGISTER. 

The Federation of University Wo- 
man Graduates of Kngland have since 
Sept., 11)15, conducted a Register of 
University Women for War Service, 
and have thus anticipated by 18 
months the demand for a "parcel of 
educated women" about which cor- 
respondence in the- English press has 
lately had so much to say. They 
made their own Hegister. appealing 
to 7,000 I niversily graduates; they 
provided their own office, first lu a 
private house, and then in one of the 
historic "school-houses" of Loudon, 
the Graycoat Hospital, Westminster. 

When all was well organized and 
the hospital had justified Its existence 
by a six months' trial they asked to 
he housed in the- same office as the 
Official Professional Women's Regis- 
ter in the Employment Departmeut 
of the Hoard of Trade. During that 
six months half the posts which Hie 
University Register had supplied had 
been filled by women with scientific 
or mathematical degrees: three as 
draughtsmen at the Kings wort h Na- 
val Air Station; one as accountant 
in a large commercial firm, two as as- 
sistants In the Actuarial departments 
of large insurance offices, one as as- 
sistant in the X-ray department of a 
Military Hospital, one as laboratory 
steward in a laboratory for research 
on explosives tinder Hie Admiralty, 
one as assistant engineer in the 
Westinghouse Electric Co. The 
non-scientific platings Included an 
agricultural organizer under the 
Board "f Trade at £250 per year; 
two Censors, two average adjusters 
in a city firm, three supervisors in 
munitions factories, an Economic lec- 
turer at Leeds, an agriculturalist to 
develop small holdings. In spite of 
the varied range of employers, grad- 
uates with Arts degrees were at first 
not easy to place. This was changed, 
however, when in March the Civil 
Service raised Its scale of payment 
tor University women from 25s. to £2 
a week. 

Twenty-two higher grade clerks 
lave now been appointed throughout 
the Service to the Admiralty, the 
Ministry of Munitions, the Air Hoard, 
the 1'ubllc Trustee Office, the Home-
